It is announced that a company is 


now boiug organized and capitalized to 
run a series of electric railways across 
the lower portion of Worohester county 
and that part of New "York which lies 
north of Havlem River, 
connecting 


points on the Hudson Kiver with Long 
Island Souucl. These are intended to 
connect the railway lines west of the 
Hudson River—the Erie, Northern New 
Jersey and West Shore—with the four 
railways running north through West- 
cheater county from New York City. 
The electric railway has the advantage 
of being able to ruu up or down hill

The 
relic in question 13 a square piano, 
which wcut through the great battle of 
Gettysburg. The house in which the 
family owning the piano lived was 
placed at some period of the battle be- 
tween the fire of the opposing forces, 
and a conicul ball from a rifled cannon, 
after passing through the brick wall of 
the house, entered one end of the 
piano, and had sufficient force left, after 
passing through the wall of the house 
and the thick frame of the piano, to 
penetrate to a point between the iron 
frame and tho sounding-board, where, 
its force being spent, it remained 
•wedged. The end of the piano has 
been repaired, aud in outward appear- 
ance restored, while, as its owner' de- 
clares, the tone is as good as ever. 


The authorities of France have taken 


tip the question of the health of school- 
children. A commission on the subject 
•was appointed tome time ago, and its 
report is now befora the Minister of 
Education. In it there are some re- 
marks about cleanliness that were to be 
expected, as a matter of course, and 
some conclusions about costume that 
are rather surprising. 
It seems that 
French children generally, and espec- 
ially the children of the very poor, are 
dressed much too warmly. 
In the 


schoolrooms they wear nearly all the 
outer garments and wraps which they 
wear out of doors. The report recom- 
mends the abolition by law of this 
senseless custom, and the substitution 
of a light headdress for girls instead of 
the heavy and cumbrous bonnet which 
they now wear. The report closes by 
highly commending the English custom 
of allowing the children to run about 
bare-legged and of ten times bare-headed. 
It will shock many people to hear that 
.in matters of dress the French are not 
the teachers of the world. '

This reduces the salary of the Gover- 


nor $1,000, saves $3,000 on account of 
the Bench, dispenses with the services 
of the Governor's Private Secretary, 
Deputy Secretary of State, Deputy Con- 
troller, Deputy Treasurer, Deputy Sur- 
veyor General, aud contemplates the 
abandonment of the salary paid the 
Lieutenant Governor, Clerk of the Su- 
preme Court and Supt. of Public In- 
struction, thus reducing expenses $21,- 
500 per ununm. 
But all of this money 


cannot be saved. 
The 
Secretary of 


State can bti ujade ex-offlcio Clerk of 
the Supreme Court, and some other 
constitutional officer can be required to 
do the work of the State Superinten- 
dent. There will have to be a State 
Librarian, and the regular officers will 
require, at times, extra clerical help. 
If the odd $6,500 be appropriated for 
this, under direction of tho Board of 
Examiners, wo believe every officer will 
be compensated fairly, the interests of 
tho people protected, and the efficiency 
of the public service be unimpaired. 
Therefore $15,000 per annum can be 
saved in the Executive nnd Judicial De- 
partments, $10,000 in the Legislative, 
making $25,000 for tho three. 


The Prison, Asjlum, Orphans'Home, 


and other public charities, now cost 
the State less than ever before in its 
history. 
The time is near at hand when 


tho expenses of these will be less by 
$10,000 a yoar. 


While State expenses can and should 


be reduced, the greatest burden which 
the taxpayers ot Nevada have to endure 
comes from tho county governments. 
Let tho good citizens cif each county de- 
vise the proper manner to reduce county 
expenses, and it will not be loug before 
we shall have a model State and county 
government.

It adopts as an intelligible creed of 
political principles the platform of the lust Re- 
publican National Convention, tho triumph of 
which principles it believes will Insure a re- 
newed era of national progress find prosperity.
